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‘Lucky’ escape from 
worst of the storm 


THE region breathed a sigh of re¬ 
lief after a “lucky” escape from a 
much anticipated storm. 

The St Jude storm, named after 
the patron saint of lost causes, 
hit the south west of England 
overnight and blew across to 
Cambridgeshire and Suffolk at 
about 7am on Monday leaving a 
trail of chaos in its wake. 

Forecasters had predicted 
winds of up to 80mph and heavy 
rain for the region and the Met 
Office upgraded their weather 
warning for the East of England 
from yellow to amber on Friday. 

As the winds picked up on Sun¬ 
day, an elderly driver had a nar¬ 
row escape when a tree crashed 
onto his car in Station Road, Lak- 
enheath, at about 2.15pm. 

Anthony Hosking, 41 went to 
the driver’s aid. 

He told the News: “The elderly 
driver was in shock due to the 
incident, but his front seat pas¬ 
senger, an elderly lady, had suf¬ 
fered minor injuries and an am¬ 
bulance was called.” 

Amateur meteorologist Brian 
Alexander, who has set up a 
monitoring station in his garden 
in Newmarket, said the region 
was “lucky” to escape the worst 
of the storm.

Brian, of Tulyar Walk, said: 
“The storm, which was thought 
to be on a level with the Great 
Storm of 1987, was small - last¬ 
ing from 4am to 7am.” 

He took a series of readings for 
the Newmarket area and the ba¬ 
rometer, which measures atmos¬ 
pheric pressure, fell to a low 974 
milibars. 

According to Brian there was 
17.6mm of rainfall and a mean 
wind speed of 39 to 46mph with 
gusts of 60 to 70mph. 

He said: “That is not a lot 
compared to down on the south 
coast.” 

Brian first took an interest in 
weather back in 1954 and has 
spent many years learning about 
meteorology. 

He said: “I was looking for 
it because I am interested in 
weather but a lot of people may 
have thought it was just a little 
windy and not noticed.” 

Brian added: “We were very 
lucky compared to the south 
where that poor girl was killed in 
her caravan.”

St Christopher’s CEVP Pri¬ 
mary School, in Bellflower 
Crescent, Red Lodge, was 
visited by Ofsted inspectors 
in September for a monitor¬ 
ing visit after it was judged 
as requiring improvement in 
three out of four categories in 
June.

man said in her report: “The 
school is growing rapidly and 
leaders are overwhelmed 
with funding issues, build¬ 
ing works and significant in¬ 
creases in pupil numbers. 

“These are getting in the 
way and reducing their ca¬ 
pacity to concentrate on 
the school’s most important 
agenda - improving the qual¬ 
ity of teaching to raise pupils’ 
achievement.” 


Ms Killman said the 
school’s action plan was not 
fit for purpose as the basics 
for moving the school to 
good are not in place. 

However the report said 
St Christopher’s was in a 
“unique” situation as it tried 
to move from a small village 
school to one meeting the 
needs of a large housing de¬ 
velopment.

‘is a success’ 


BURGLARY detection has 
increased by more than 5 
per cent in the last year - 
thanks to an ongoing po¬ 
lice clamp down 

Operation Drawbridge 
was launched in October 
2012 and has been hailed 
a success by officers as 
detection rates are “con¬ 
siderably higher than the 
national average”. 

Det Chief Insp Bernie 
Morgan, of Suffolk Con¬ 
stabulary’s County Polic¬ 
ing Command, said: “The 
results from over the past 
12 months are extremely 
encouraging, some ex¬ 
cellent work has been 
carried out by officers 
and we have seen some 
prolific offenders locked 
up. Our detection rates

are considerably higher 
than the national aver¬ 
age which is currently be¬ 
tween 15-17 per cent. 

“We use all our tools 
in our armoury to detect 
burglaries, capturing all 
forensic opportunities, 
working on intelligence 
received and most im¬ 
portantly following up 
on information received 
from members of the 
public.” 

During the period Oc¬ 
tober 23 2012, to October 
22, 2013, there have been 
1,760 burglaries, com¬ 
pared to 1,777 in the pre¬ 
vious year and there have 
been 157 fewer burglaries 
compared to the three 


year average. 

In Newmarket bur¬ 
glary fell up to fune 2013, 
compared with the pre¬ 
vious two years with less 
than seven burglaries per 
1,000 people. 

Det Chief Insp Mor¬ 
gan said: “We know that 
being a victim of a bur¬ 
glary is one of the things 
that concerns people the 
most and with our con¬ 
tinued enforcement and 
people continuing to take 
crime prevention meas¬ 
ures I am sure that bur¬ 
glary rates will continue 
to fall.”

Commuters faced disrup¬ 
tion on the roads as fallen 
trees and branches blocked 
traffic on Sunday near Five- 
ways roundabout, in Bar¬ 
ton Mills, and Gazeley was 
blocked by branches litter¬ 
ing the roads in Needham 
Street and Mill Road on 
Monday morning. 

The biggest disruption 
came on the railways as 
First Capital Connect and 
Greater Anglia, which oper¬ 
ates the Cambridge to Ip¬ 
swich line, cancelled trains 
on Monday until 9am be¬ 
fore advising customers not 
to travel. 

Emergency services were 
inundated with calls, with 
Suffolk Constabulary re¬ 
ceiving almost 200 weather- 
related calls in one hour. 

A force spokesman said: 
“Police took nearly 200 
weather-related calls be¬ 
tween 8am and 9am. On an 
average day, we take around 
500 calls in 24 hours. The 
vast majority of these relat¬ 
ed to trees across roads and 
power lines coming down.” 

As the clean up began, 
Suffolk Trading Standards 
warned people to be careful 
of rogue traders taking ad¬ 
vantage of damage caused 
by the storm. 

Cllr Colin Spence, cabi¬ 
net member for public pro¬ 
tection at Suffolk County 
Council, said: “People 
should be extra vigilant 
about any trader who ap¬ 
proaches them about car¬ 
rying out repair or mainte¬ 
nance work on their home 
or garden following yester¬ 
day’s storm. Often rogue 
traders are opportunists 
and will see this as a chance 
to target vulnerable, often 
elderly people.”

We hope to 
state our case 

THE residents of Windsor Road 
who are objecting to the proposal 
to demolish the bungalow at 105 
and replace it with a multi-storey 
block of flats would like to point out 
some of the issues concerning this 
proposal. 

At the meeting of the town council 
on August 6 the councillors 
objected to this development on 
grounds of over-development and 
this was reported in the local press. 
The proposal has now moved on to 
the development control committee 
and the date set is November 6 
at 6pm at the Mildenhall District 
Council offices where the final 
decision will be made. 

Since the town council meeting, the 
developer Mr/Mrs David Godfrey 
has commissioned a consultancy 
firm to produce a document to 
justify this development. This 
includes suggesting that Windsor 
Road is a mundane setting with 
monotonous housing of little 
architectural merit and the 
construction and design of the block 
of flats would bring innovation 
and a focal point to the street and 
the wooden boarding would add 
interest. The document also uses 
a number of quotes taken from 
the government's National Policy 
Planning Framework (NPPF) in an 
attempt to support the proposal. 

This document is posted on the 
Forest Heath planning website 
under 105 Windsor Road plans 
and related documents. The 
planners at Forest Heath have 
written a very similar document and 
recommended the proposal. 

We hope to be at this public 
meeting and put our case against 
this planning application in front of 
the district councillors, and attempt 
to explain that our objections 
have not been acknowledged or 
answered.

Other options 
than A14 toll 

I LIVE near Newmarket and was 
travelling to Corby in the morning. 
Having heard of problems at Bar 
Hill, I travelled towards Soham, 
went through Wicken towards 
Wilburton and Haddenham. I 
continued through Bluntisham, St 
Ives and, on towards the Spittal's 
Interchange. This part of my journey 
took two hours of stop-start driving 
with traffic moving in the opposite 
direction even more slowly. 

It made me wonder, if this is 
what would happen daily, should 
travellers decide to avoid any tolls 
planned for the A14? 

Has anyone considered dealing with 
the congestion on the current A14 in 
the following way? 1) Restrict vehicles 
over 7.5 tonnes to the inside lane (no 
overtaking). 2) Restrict ALL vehicles to 
a 50mph speed limit. 

Try this for six months between the 
Girton Interchange and Spittals and 
watch the accident/collision rate 
fall. After all, when the M25 gets 
congested, speed is restricted and 
lane change is discouraged. 

I drive 30,000 miles a year and use 
this stretch of the A14 at least three 
times a week and I can honestly say it 
is one of the busiest stretches of road 
that I use. Why can't my suggestion 
(or something simlar) be adopted 
on trial before we spend millions of 
pounds on changing the A14?

CHARGE syndrome is 
a genetic disorder which 
can affect many parts of 
the body but most com¬ 


monly the eyes ears and 
heart. Danny was born 
without an auditory nerve, 
which is an extremely rare 
condition. 

He was placed on the 
waiting list for surgery 
in the UK for more than 
a year before his parents 
decided to try to fund the 
operation themselves. 

Ian, who is a specifica¬ 
tion manager for a build¬ 
ing manufacturer, said: 
“The appeal is great and 
Danny’s parents should be 
congratulated for all their 
work. 

“While this is small fry 
compared to the money 
they need, hopefully it will 
be some help.”

The Travel Association 
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Drug dealer 
jailed for 
three years 


A DRUG dealer who played a “signifi¬ 
cant” role in the drugs trade in Newmar¬ 
ket has been jailed for three years. 

Numan Arif, 21, was caught when a po¬ 
lice officer spotted a suspicious vehicle 
parked in Icewell Hill on July 5 and found 
Arif, with two mobiles and £845 in cash. 

Ipswich Crown Court heard on Thurs¬ 
day that Arif was arrested and a search of 
his home in Barnsbury Estate, Islington, 
revealed wraps of cocaine and heroin 
with plastic bags and scales. 

Robert Sadd, prosecuting, said Arif 
travelled to Newmarket from London 
by train where he had met up with other 
men to sell drugs on the streets. 

When interviewed, Arif claimed to owe 
“about a grand” to drug dealers who had 
beaten him up and threatened more 
violence. Arif, who has nine previous 
drug-related convictions and was unem¬ 
ployed, told police he had become ad¬ 
dicted to crack cocaine and heroin.

Siew Loke, defending, said: “He was 
finding it difficult to get a job, he was 
finding it stressful. That is how he found 
himself falling into the habit.” 

Miss Loke said since being remand¬ 
ed in custody, Arif had received help to 
tackle his drug problems and hoped to 
end his addiction by the time he was re¬ 
leased. Arif’s family hoped time in cus¬ 
tody would teach him a lesson, she said. 

Judge John Holt told Arif: “It is quite 
clear that your role was significant. You 
knew what was going on and you were 
making money out of it.” 

Arif had pleaded guilty to one offence 
of supplying heroin, one of supplying co¬ 
caine and one of possession of criminal 
property. Judge Holt ordered confisca¬ 
tion of the £845 and the drugs and or¬ 
dered him to pay a £120 victim surcharge.

AS AUTUMN leaves begin to 
change colour, Hannah Ste¬ 
phenson admires the Japanese 
maple, with its spectacular foli¬ 
age which can range from burnt 
orange and yellow to burgundy 
and everything in between. 

They are among the most 
spectacular sights of autumn, as 
their leaves turn sizzling shades 
of red, burnt orange and yellow. 

Japanese maples, or acers, 
may be expensive but they are 
still as popular as ever, possi¬ 
bly because there are varieties 
for almost every situation, even 
if you have the smallest urban 
garden. 

With slow-growing types that 
are suitable for pots, larger vari¬ 
eties which can create stunning 
backdrops and those which 
will drape above smaller rock 
plants, in woodland settings or 
as a framework to ponds, there’s 
really no excuse not to have a 
Japanese maple in your garden. 

They will grow happily on acid 
or alkaline soils, need sun for 
good foliage colour but should 
be kept clear of biting winds, 
which will burn their delicate 
foliage, or drought, which will 


cause their leaves to go brown 
at the tips. 

However, they’re not keen on 
chalk, so the soil needs to be 
lime free and preferably slightly 
acidic. I’ve had Acer palmatum 
var. dissectum ‘Garnet’ in erica- 
ceous compost in a pot for five 
years and it has thrived, being 
kept well watered and sheltered 
from harsh winds. Replacing 
the surface compost of the pot 
with new compost every year 
will also help keep the nutrients 
flowing in a permanent plant¬ 
ing. 

Alternatively, plant them in 
large pots of John Innes loam- 
based compost for the best 
results, or a compost compris¬ 
ing equal parts John Innes No 
2 and a soil-less multipurpose 
compost, which will hang on to 
water and nutrients more effec¬ 
tively. 

Among the best for autumn 
leaves is the Acer griseum, 
whose foliage turns orange and 
brilliant red in autumn, and 
which has the added interest of 
craggy, peeling bark in shades 
of orange-brown and cinna¬ 
mon, which is most noticeable 


in winter when the tree is bare. 
It grows to a height of around 
10m (30ft). 

Others will grow happily in 
containers, providing architec¬ 
tural structure and colour in ar¬ 
eas which need them. Varieties 
ideal for pots include A. palma¬ 
tum ‘Garnet’ and ‘Corallinum’, 
which are slow-growing and will 
stay a manageable size in a pot, 
producing deep rich red foliage 
before leaf fall. 

Other good choices for au¬ 
tumn include the snake bark 
maples including Acer davidii 
‘George Forrest’, with its red- 
stalked leaves, and the native 
field maple A. campestre, which 
has a broad, bushy habit and 
small green leaves which turn 
butter-yellow in autumn. 

The coral bark maple, A. 
palmatum ‘Sango-kaku’, is re¬ 
nowned for its orange-red 
young stems which glow in 
winter light after the butter yel¬ 
low autumn leaves have fallen. 
It’s a good choice for a smaller 
garden because it has upwardly 
sweeping branches as a young 
tree. 

For those growing acers in 


containers, repot the plant eve¬ 
ry three to five years, either back 
into the same container with 
fresh compost, or into a slightly 
larger one. 

Remove the plant from its pot, 
then gently tease out the roots 
and cut back any large, coarse 
ones. Put the tree in the new 
container then fill in with fresh 
compost so the root ball sits at 
the same level as before. Wa¬ 
ter well and mulch to suppress 
weeds. 

If the leaves turn brown dur¬ 
ing summer, chances are your 
plant’s drying out. The leaves 
may also drop and the plant 
may appear dead, but if you wa¬ 
ter thoroughly and fork in well- 
rotted organic matter, it should 
recover. 

Generally, Japanese maples 
don’t need pruning, but if you 
do want to keep it in check, just 
thin out overcrowded branches 
leaving the rest evenly spaced, 
or just shorten the branches 
which have grown out too far 
by cutting them back to a side- 
shoot. And only prune when the 
plant is dormant, from Novem¬ 
ber to March.

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Alert over cat’s 
anti-freeze death

A PET owner has spoken out 
about about the “heart break¬ 
ing” death of her cat due to 
anti-freeze poisoning. 

As winter approaches, vet¬ 
erinary nurse Jody Blyth-Tan- 
cock has urged pet owners to 
familiarise themselves with 
the signs, such as vomiting, 
seizures, excessive drinking 
and increased urination, to 
avoid unnecessary deaths. 

Ethylene glycol, a toxin found 
commonly in anti-freeze, has 
a sweet taste but can quickly 
lead to death if treatment isn’t 
accessed quickly 

Jody, who works for the Ani¬ 
mal Health Trust (AHT), in 
Kentford, said: “Poor Marshal’s 
passing came as such a shock 
for so many reasons. The last 
thing I would have suspected 
was anti-freeze poisoning, 
particularly as the cold weath¬ 
er was yet to hit.” 

She returned to her Milden- 
hall home to find her eight-

year-old Bengal-cross cat, 
Marshal displaying a severe 
stiffness in his posture. She ex¬ 
amined Marshal for any obvi¬ 
ous problems but couldn’t find 
any so she kept him indoors 
overnight to monitor his be¬ 
haviour. 

Over the next 24 hours, 
Marshal did not improve and 
began vomiting so Jody took 
him to the AHT’s Small Ani¬ 
mal Centre for further exami¬ 


nations which revealed his 
renal values were incred¬ 
ibly high. This indicated 
Marshal had ingested 
ethylene glycol and 
his kidneys were giv¬ 
ing up. 

Jody said: “It was 
heart-breaking to 
watch him deterio¬ 
rate so rapidly, and 
highlights how quickly 
you have to act when 
poisoning is suspected. I 
just hope that Marshal’s death 
will not be in vain and his story 
will help to avoid other ani¬ 
mals suffering the same fate, 
and save other pet owners 
from suffering the heartbreak 
of losing their beloved pet.” 

The AHT encourages drivers 
to use propylene glycol anti¬ 
freeze which is still poisonous 
to animals but less harmful 
than the ethylene glycol ver¬ 
sion. Please check you car reg¬ 
ularly for leaks and keep anti 
-freeze bottles out of reach of 
pets. For more information go 
to www.aht.org.uk/antifreeze.

Wrapping up 

for the winter 


I LOOKED out on my patio a few days ago 
to see a pelargonium I planted back in May 
coming into flower yet again, at a time when 
most of my summer pots have been emptied. 

Despite a lot of rain, it's been a mild 
October, and this may lull many of us into 
a false sense of security about how long 
we leave it before offering our plants some 
protection from the winter chill. 

As I live in a frost pocket, the pelargonium is 
going to come under cover soon. If you have 
pots of pelargoniums (bedding geraniums) 
which you want to enjoy next year, put them 
inside too, in a light, frost-free place such as a 
slightly heated greenhouse, a sheltered porch 
next to the house or an unheated spare room 
or conservatory, cutting them back to 10cm 
(4in). Don't expose them to warm central 
heating or they'll just wilt when you put them 
out next year. 

Fuchsias, which lose their leaves entirely 
and spend winter looking like bare sticks, will 
need the same treatment. You'll hardly need 
to water them at all until growth resumes in 
spring, at which point you can repot them 
into John Innes No 2 potting compost and 
harden them off before placing them outside 
when the risk of frost has passed. 

Marguerites (Argyranthemums) will also not

stand any frost and are best dug up and 
potted, cut back by half and kept in a dry, 
cool, frost-free place that has sunlight 
through the winter, like a cool greenhouse. 
Water them sparingly to keep their roots dry 
until spring, when you can start to water 
them more frequently. 

If your garden has a Mediterranean 
theme, you're likely to need to protect other 
vulnerable plants, such as cannas, olive 
trees, ginger lilies and dahlias, which may not 
survive winter frosts. 

Leave dahlia tubers in the ground until the 
foliage has been blackened by frost, which 
may be as late as November, then cut the 
plants down to around 15cm (6in) from 


the ground and dig up the tubers. Shake 
off the soil, wash the tubers and turn them 
upside down so the moisture drains out of 
the hollow stems. When they've dried off, 
hang them in nets in a shed or store them 
in stacking trays with plenty of holes for 
ventilation. 

Cannas need to be cut down before winter 
and mulched heavily, or dug up and put into 
pots only slightly bigger than their ball of 
roots, filling the gaps with compost, and kept 
in a frost-free place, ideally under the staging 
in a greenhouse. 

Other plants that form tubers such as 
ginger lilies are best dug up at the end of the 
season, the top growth cut off with secateurs 
and then the tubers stored until spring in dry 
potting compost in a cool, frost-free place like 
a garage or shed. They can be planted out 
next year when all danger of frost has passed. 

Pots of tender exotics such as citrus, palms 
and oleander which have graced your patio 
in summer will need to be moved back under 
cover, either into a cool conservatory or frost- 
free greenhouse, and will need to be watered 
sparingly throughout the winter. 

If your tender plants are simply too big 
to move, then wrapping them in hessian or 
horticultural fleece may be the answer.

JOCKEY Tom Queally, the man associated 
closely with the mighty Frankel, is to leave his 
job as stable jockey at Warren Place and will 
ride as a freelance next year. 

Queally, who rode Frankel to all 14 of his 
victories, is keen to pursue new challenges 
after a successful spell which included 14 
Group Ones for the late Sir Henry Cecil, who 
died in June this year. 

The decision is the latest change at 
Warren Place after Cecil’s widow, Fady Jane, 
confirmed she would be taking over the 
licence on a full-time basis. 

In August, Khalid Abdullah, the principal 
owner at the yard, appointed James Doyle as 
his retained rider. 

Queally said: “The decision to go 
freelance is one that I have thought a great 
deal about and one that I have not taken light¬ 
ly, but I feel this is the right time to pursue new 
challenges.” 

■ Trainer Roger Varian will have “a good 
eye” on supplementing Kingston Hill into 
next season’s 2000 Guineas following his 
exemplary victory in the Racing Post Trophy 
at Doncaster on Saturday. 

The Mastercraftsman colt only made 
his debut five weeks ago and after he 
won the Group Three Autumn Stakes at 
Newmarket, Varian and owner Paul Smith 
took the decision to supplement the colt at a 
cost of £17,500 on Monday. 

It was a brave move by Smith, who is the 
son of Coolmore’s Derrick Smith, co-owner 
of Johann Strauss, who ended up the four- 
and-a-half lengths runner-up behind the 7-2 
favourite. 

Newmarket-based Varian said: “He’s always 
looked good and been a good mover. If you 
look at him he’s a great model. 

“We’ll have to see how he winters and what 
he’s like in the spring. 

“People have said is he a 10-furlong, mile- 
and-a-half horse, but he has the pace for a 
mile and travels so well. 

“He has good acceleration and will be in 
everything and we’ll have a good eye on the 
Guineas.” 

Varian also saddled Soaring Spirits (7-1) 
to take the Universal Recycling Apprentice 
Handicap and complete a 390-1 treble for 
Oisin Murphy. 

The star claimer also struck on Dungan¬ 
non and Highland Colori for his boss Andrew 
Balding, taking the stable’s tally for the year 
past 100. 

■ The Fugue will race from stall seven in the 
Breeders’ Cup Turf at Santa Anita. 

John Gosden’s star filly, who runs over 


the longer trip of the Turf and against male 
counterparts as opposed to the Filly & Mare 
Turf, confirmed her well-being when winning 
the Irish Champion Stakes in September. 

That was her most recent start as she missed 
both the Arc meeting and British Champions 
Day due to unsuitably soft ground. 

She was beaten by less than two lengths in 
the Filly & Mare Turf 12 months ago. 

Marco Botti’s A1 Thakira is in stall two. 

Meanwhile, Marco Botti’s Planteur will 
break from stall three in the Breeders’ Cup 
Classic. 

■ Joshua Tree could be on his travels again 
later this year after becoming the first horse 
in history to win the Canadian International 


at Woodbine on three occasions. The six- 
year-old first claimed the Grade One prize 
in 2010 for trainer Aidan O’Brien and was 
runner-up 12 months later, having switched 
to Both. 

He reclaimed his crown for the same 
trainer in 2012, partnered by Frankie 
Dettori, and on Sunday completed his hat- 
trick, striking for a third trainer in Ed Dunlop 
and a third jockey in Ryan Moore. 

Joshua Tree, last seen finishing a well 
beaten 13th in the Prix de l’Arc de Triomphe 
at Fongchamp, was claiming his first victory 
since joining Dunlop at the start of the year. 

“I’ve only had the horse this year and many 
people are part of his story. I’m delighted to 


have played a small part,” said the trainer. 
“To go out there four times, winning three 
and finishing second once, is an amazing 
achievement for the horse and well done to 
his owners and everyone concerned with 
him. 

“He’s in the Japan Cup and the Hong Kong 
Vase, but we’ll get him home, talk to the 
owners and go from there. 

“The Canadian International has obviously 
been a big part of his plans for this year and 
it’s great that it came off.” 

The other Grade One event at Woodbine 
on Sunday was the EP Taylor Stakes, in which 
the David Simcock-trained Moment In Time 
finished a creditable third under Moore.
